COLLIDED AT A CROSSING. 


A Section Boss Killed and Several Work- 
men Seriously Injured.

CuicaGo, III., January &.—A local paper 
ye: In«piteof Judge Cooley's recent ad- 
monition to railroad managers in regard to 
the evils of the ticket scalping trade, the 
trouble has assumed greater proportions than 
before. The promise that no more tickets 
should be placed in scalpers’ hands, and that 
those in their ession should be withdrawn 
has not been kept. Not only have the 
tickets not been withdrawn, but more 
have been placed with them. A. month ago 
Ticket Broker Frank had 950 tickets from 


Chicago to Kansas Cit 1 which were sold to 
him by the Ml ny at $6.25 each, — ag the 
tariff rate was $12.50. The other Kansas City 
lines had onlv a few tickete on the market. 
The Wabash tickets were found to un- 
Um ted. Receiver McNuita tried to buy them, 
but Frank refused to sell. Before suit was 
brought avainst Frank a conference was held 
between the Wabash people aud Frank, and i 
was given ont that the latter bad ag 
to return the unlimited = tickets. It 
now transpires, however, that a 
deal was wade which virtually ‘places Frank 
in a better position than beiore. The 950 un-

A Large and Enthusiastic Audience Hears

The lesson taught by the first American or- 
ganization, superb as was the object, that op- 
eratic production must be limited to some ex- 
tent by the possibility of receipts, and that an 
operatic organizatinn cannot live on popular 
approval au debts alone, has been acted 
upon by the managers of ita successor, 

That other lesson taught dy the fate of the 
impressarios of Italian opera that puffed up 
stars drawing far larger salaries than receipts 
has also been taken to heart. 

Manager Hinrichs has endeavored to avoid 
both the Soylla of gorgeous production and the 
charybdis of over-paid stars. He has trimmed 
nis operatic organization down to a business 
basis of principal artists, scenery and orches- 
tral and choral members, This 
necessitates necessarily the trimming down 
ofthe demands of the public in these re- 
| spects. But as the prices are also trimmed 
down to popular figures, and ag the basis of 
scenic production and musical forces does not 
preclude the satisfactory and pleasing pres. 
entation of favorite operas of all schools in 
the English language, there is no reason that 
it should not be accepted heartily by the 
public asa genuine effort to give value for 


value received. 

There was abundant evidence in the per- 
formance last evening thatM. Hinrichs, with- 
in the conditions imposed upon him, has 
reached a high standard of excellence. The 
audience was a surprise in point of numbers 
for the first night of a grand opera engage 
ment. Onthe other hand, the performance 
was in no degree a disappointment unless 
sgreeably so. it was perhaps a surprise for 
many of the listeners who were not prepared 
for such a thoroughly artistic and pleasing 
ensemble. It was received with enthusiastic 
approval, every member of the cast being 
called before the curtain in recognition of 
excellent work. 

Laying aside all claims to gorgeousness of 
production or to over shadowing eminence or 
brilliancy of auy individual artist, the per- 
formance was adequate, artistic and remark- 
ably even and strong in enasembie, The 
deuutitul opera was viven in a way which 
entirely satisfied musical taste, and there was 
notamember of the cast who did not ac- 
complish an excellent, and in several cases 
unusually excellent result. 

Mme. Louise Natali as ‘‘Trovatore’’ soored 
un undoubted success. While some ot ber 
notes lack firmness and roundness to some 
extent and her voice, perhaps, is not marked 
in sympathetic quality, it ssesses 
ample power, range and cultivation. 
She proved herseif a thorough ar iste, 
singing to the line throughout and investin 
ber work with spirited fervor and accuracy o 
interpretation, musically and dramatically. 
Mr. Charles Bassett, the Manrico, was some- 
thing ofa revelation ina theuter ‘smaller than 
Music Hall. His voize is sweet 
in quality and excellent in tone and 
power, He acks ease and dra- 
matic spirit but was nevertheless entirely 
satisfactory, his work in Tue Miserere“ and 
the duetin the last act being especially ad- 
miruble. One of the best efforts of the even- 
ing was the Azucena of Miss Clara Poole, who 
in voice and action gave a thoroughly artistic 
and effective handling of therole. Alonzo 
Stoddard’s Count de Luna was also an 
excellent piece of work and the sweet quality 
of his barytone made his effort thorou ughly 
pleasing. Frank Vetta’s fine basso and his 
spirited methods appeared to advantage in 
the role of Ferrando, 

The chorus was light, but well-trained 
and effective and the orchestra was excellent.

What the Ethical Society is Doing for the 
Poor and Ignorant.

Without any direct sugges- 
tion from the outside there has grown up a 
roup of young men from 16 to 21 who have 
formed themselves into a club for the parpnes 
of improving themselves by reading and 
study. There are some twenty or thirty of 
these young men, consisting of those who 
have been accustomed to go to the reading - 
rooms. They meet on Tuesday evenings and, 
with the assistance of some leader, take up a 
story or biography for reading and discus- 


sion. 
FREE KINDERGARTEN. ‘ 

The Ladies’ Philanthropical Society has just 
begun to make a valuabie use of the rooms 
which heretofore have been unoccupied and 
unused in the daytime. They have found in 
the alleys and lanes of that neighoorhood 
families inthe extreme of poverty, In order 
to reach them by some means they dave 
opened there a free kindergarten for chil- 
dren under 6 years of age who cannot go to 
the kindergartens of the public schools. 
The children meet there forenoons under a 
regular teacher and her assistant, and receive 
lunch before their departure for home each 
day. ‘This is the only work of strict charity in 
r with the reading rooms. The ex- 
pense for the kindergarten is met by the 
ladies’ society and carried on exclusively by 
their own executive committee. The value of 
it, however, is manifest when one goes 
there and observes the children in the school. 
There is found, sometimes, the most refined 
natures among the young, though they 
may have come from homes that might 
be sald to be right out of the slums.’’ It 
is apparent of what value it must be to rescue 
these children atthe start from the inevitable 
degradation of their associations, by taking 
them at this timeof their lives and giving 
them iorafew hours each day a happy en- 
vironment, and thus saving In them that early 
refinement that would inevitably go and de- 
part forever as they grew upif it were not for 
this different kind of association. It is possi- 
ble that out ofthis work may grow an indus- 
trial school. The ladies have also organized a 
girls’ club, which meets at the rooms Satur- 
d»xy afternoon for the study of domestic 
economy. 

WORKINGMEN’S SELF CULTURE CLUB. 

The crowning feature of the undertaking 
was the effort made by the director of the 
reading-rooms to or“anize a group ot work- 
ingmen who should themselves gradually as- 
sume charge of all these various undertak- 
ings so that they should feel the work as their 
own work and a part of their own lives. For 
this purpose the director visited a few work- 
ingmen with whom be had acquaintance, ia- 
vited them to come together and discuss 
the matter. They bad a formal wmeeting 
at the reading-rooms in November 
at which twenty-four men were present, and 
organized a Workingmen’s Seif Culture Club. 
They adopted a constitution and elected an 
Executive Committee. The dues were fixed 
at 10 centa a month, a sum which, of course, 
will meet a very small portion of the expense, 
but nevertheless make it plain to them that 
it was their work and not tne work of charity. 
This method was adopted instead of selling 
tickets for the lecture courses. This club has 
taken full charge of the Friday evening en- 
tertainments and will probably be 

able later on to assume 

arge of the other departments. 

Aclub of this kind is something unique, and 
yet may promise more for the future than the 
great majority of social organizations with 
which the community abounds; for it means 
that the worlingmen, when they come to- 
gether socially also agree to come together for 
their mutual improvement, and for their per- 
sonal self culture. Thisclub of workingmen 
has also inaugurated a plan which promises 
to be fruitful of benefits to themselves and to 
their friends. They have undertaken 
to go in excursions to visit the art 
museum and other objects of interest in 
the city. Twice already the past fali they 
have gone to the Crow Musectm of Fine Arts. 
Prof. Halsey C. Ives bas met them tbere in a 
group and conducted a party of about forty or. 
fifty over the Museum, and given interesting 
and valuable expianations of the objects to be 
seen there. The men have come with their 
wives and families and expressed themselves 
delighted. Prof. Pritchet, who has the chair 
of astronomy atthe Washington University, 
has kindly consented to have them come in 
groups some evenings in the coming spring to 
observe the heaveus through a telescope at his 
observatory. 

Speaking for the Executive Committee, 
which consists of Messrs. James Taussig, J. 
A. St. Jonn, G. A. Gilbert, N. O. Nelson, W. 
L. Sheidon and Prof. J. K. Hosmer, a member 
of that committee said to-day: 

„We do not regard this work as a work of 
charity. It is not like giving food to the hun- 
gry and clothing to the naked. We 
recognize that as a duty. 
undertaking is something 
more; it is an act of human sympat 
has nothing to do with charity, but springs out 
of a common sense of human feeling and 
human fellowship. We wish to help our fel- 
low beings in lifting their tastes and ideas 
above the ordinary routine of daily work, so 
that they may each and all have another and 
a higher life. The committee therefore in re- 
questing a renewal of the subseription, and if 

ossible an increase over the sum subscribed 
ast year, uest the assistunce not for a 
work of charity, but for an educational insti- 
tution in the community. We desire that the 
work should continue and should crow.“

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GOV. MORENOUSE SELECTS OFFICERS FOR 
GOV. FRANCIS,

He Fills a Number of Good Piaces With 
Which the New Governor Expected te 
Reward His Friends—The Outgoing Ex- 
ecutive Accused of Vindictiveness—The 
Twenty-Fourth Ward Election. 


O- DAT  Gov.-elect 
Francis was very much 
put out. Private ad- 
vices from Jefferson 
City were to the effect 
that the Incumbent in 
the executive chair at 
the State Capital had 
determined to give the 
incoming Governor 
what is - popularly 
known as the ‘‘taz- 
le. Considerable 
hard feeling was cre- 


ated during the State 


campaign. Judicious politicians who calcu- 
lated that Francis would win in the guberna- 
torial race deserted the Morehouse standard 
for that of the almost unknown candidate 
from St. Louis. Combinations were subse- 
quently formed which did not improve 
the condition of things. Even appointees 
of Gov. Marmaduke who were retained in 
office by Gov. Morehouse deserted him. Now 
Governor-elect Francis’ friends are kicking 
because Governor-in-fact Morehouse betrays 
that common human desireto get even. Yes- 
terday Gov. Morehouse did considerable in 
the way of getting even by disposing ofa 
large slice of patronage which Governor- 
elect Francis thought would be at his disposi- 
tion with which to reward his friends. These 
nominations are now on the table of the Senate 
and the new Governor’s friends are hard at 
work planning to keep them there un- 
til after the inauguration, when these 


nominations will probably be rejected. The 
following are the nominations: 

Joseph K. Cole and Wm. M. Bunce for mem 
bers ofthe Board of Managers of the Nevada 
Lunatic Asylum for a term of two years. 

Henry C. Moore, Joseph F. Robins and D. O. 
Keunedy, to be members of the same board 
for a term of three years. 

Drs. Albert Merrill, Geo. Homan and J. D. 
Griffith te be members ofthe State Board of 
Health for a term expiring July 2, 1894. 

Mrs. L. N. De Bolt, a member of the Board 
of Control of the Industrial Home for Giris 
from date until Aprii 1, 1889, the unexpired 
term of Mrs. F. O. Vincent, resigned. 

Some weeks ago Gov. Morehouse surprised 
his elected successor and his Cooper County 
friends by naming the managers of the Boone- 
ville Reform School. It was confidently ex- 
pected that this would be left to the ney Gov- 
ernor, and it was also expected that h ould 
be guided by Col. Lon V. Stevens, whose 
faithfulness to the new Governor's cause led 
John O'Day, in a moment of bitterness, to 
call him Francis“ bell-boy.’’ 

The Rallroad Commissioners, following the 
example set by the Executive, appointed one 
of its retiring members clerk before the new 
Commissioner, Mr. T. J. Hennessy, assumed 
the duties of his office, or could have a voice 
in the bestowal of the one office at the disposi- 
tion of the new board. 

The retiring Governor bas, it is claimed, 
found within the line of his duty and the pub- 
lic necessity to recommend action adverse to 
some of his political enemies, as well as to re- 
ward his political friends, even in the face of 
cnarges of untrustiness. 

His message references to the Insurance 
Department are not complimentary. That 
portion of the Governor’s document concludes 
with the following pointed suggestion: 

This department has cost the people of the 
State nearly 40, 000 in the past two years. It 
may have been necessary to expend this 
amount of money in admuinistering the affairs 
of the office, but it should be done under the 
same restrictions as required of the other State 
offices. There is no good reason why this 
office should be kept in St. Louls, paging high 
rent for office room, when there is in the new 
Capitol building plenty of room for this office, 
and if located here the Attorney General could 
be the legal adviser of the commissioners.’’ 

Under tne present arrangement Mr. C. P 
Ellerbe is the legal adviser of the Insurance 
Commissioner. Mr. Ellerbe was an ardent 
friend of Mayor Francis. Insurance Commis- 
sioner Carr was also a supporter of the St. 
Louis candidate. Should the Governor’s rec- 
ommendatiun be followed it would deprive 
Mr. Ellerbe of bis position, even if Gov. Fran- 
cis should reappoint Insurance Commissioner 
Carr. Jt would also somewhat inconvenience 
that official if he were transferred from St. 
Louls to the State capital.

EASILY SETTLED. 


The Little Clash Between the Merehants’ 
Bridge People and the B. O. PF. I. 


An amicable settlement was mede this morn

LOCAL SELF-GOVERNMENT. 


Gov. MOREHOUSE, in that part of his 
message relating to the liquor question, 
clearly states that the policy of the law- 
makers of Missouri, heretofore, has been 
largely to permit the people of each com- 
munity, in its municipal regulations, to 
control the sale of intoxicants. 

The Governor properly observes that 
this is in accordance with “the Democratic 
theory of self-government’ and suggests 
that little additional legislation on the 
subject is needed and that the present 
system is satisfactory to the people, as the 
official representatives of each community 
are best acquainted with the temper, de- 
sires and circumstances of its members. 

The point of the liquor controversy is 
found right here. While all may be willing 
toadmit the desirability of regulating the 
liquor traffic, yet there is an essential differ- 
ence of opinion as to the method of ao- 
complishing thisend. It isa principle of 
sound Democracy that the highest forms 
of government, such asthe State or na- 
tion, should assume only powers abso- 
lutely necessary and that all others, as 
far as possible, should remain with the 
people who constitute the source of 
power. 

Under the present laws the people of 
each county or city may fx the license 
tax as high as they please or may adopt 
prohibition if they choose to do 60. At 
the same time the State and county is 
assured of some revenue from whatever 
truffic in liquor that the communities may 
allow, 

This is pure Democracy, and all other

theories and methods are opposed to it. 
They are attempts to force the people in 
matters of policy, and not of intrinsic 
morality, to do what they do not choose 
todo.

A State Income Tax. 
From the New York WORLD, 

The WORLD'S suggestion of a State income 

tax has called out many letters af approval. 
The inherent justice of auch a tax, the econ- 
omy with which it could be collected and the 
relief which it would afford to the tax-bur- 
dened poor and middle classes alike recom- 
mend it. 
A tax upon incomes of $10,000 and over, 
graded according to the amount, would reach 
those only who are well able to pay. A tax 
upon asmall merchant’s or mechanic’s home 
or upon a farm is often a levy on one to whom 
the payment is a real hardship. By placing 
the burden of taxation upon real estate the 
rent and living expenses of the poor are im- 
perceptibly increased out of all proportion to 
the protection which they receive from tne 
State or to their ability to pay. 

A tax upon large incomes is justified by the 
protection which the holders of great fortunes 
receive from the laws. It is no more ‘‘ipquisi- 
torial’’ than is a tax upon personal property 
oratariff upon imported dutiable articles. 
The time is ripe for an agitation that will cor- 
rect the glaring inequalities and injustice of 
our present tax laws, 

A State income tax affords the simplest and 
justest solution of the probiem.

Scene of the Conflict Near the Frontier—A

Special Correspandence of the Posr-Drisrarcn. 
PORT-AU-PRINCB, Hayti, December 29.—The 
Arat battle since Legitime’s election between 
the forces of the Northern army and those of 
the southwest was fought on the ist near 
Hinche, ten miles from the frontier. The 
Southerners were badly defeated, many being 
killed and wounded and a large portion of the 
survivors went over to the Northern troops, 
while the rest beat a hasty retreat. Gen. San 
Flein Paul who was formerly connect- 
ead with the forces under Gen. 
Telemaque, but was afterwards 
won over by Lexzitime and sent to the front, 
was made a prisoner, tried by a drum-head 
court martial and shot. Gen. Rosa, another 
of Telemaque’s followers fighting with the 
Southerners, was deserted by all hie troops 
and bad a narrow escape. He returned to this 
cityon the d and at once proceeded to the 
French Consulate, where be is now seeking 
protection uncer the French fag. The second 
engagement took place on the 22d, a few miles 
to the northward of Mirabelass, a small 
town, about forty miles, in a northeast - 
erly direction from the capital. Again 
the Northern troops were victorious, and, 
after driving the Southerners before them, 
fell inwith the remainder of the Port- Au- 
Prince army once more on the morning of the 
2th. After defeating the Southerners at this 
point and bagging some more of their 
troops, Hippolyte’s forces came toa halt to 
await the arrival of new troops and 
ammunition, which are said to be en route 
from Cape Haytien, the stronghold of the 
army of the North. ‘he situation of affairs in 
Port-au-Prince itself is very critical. It was 
learned to-day, on trustworthy authority, 
that the Army of the North succeeded in 
cutting off all communication betereen this 
city and Arcahie, a small town some twenty- 
five miles distant, whence nearly ai!

ELECTION ABBRANGEMENTS, 


A Judge Protests Aguinst the Districting of 
the City. 

A judge at the November election who con- 
templates the possibiiity of serving the city 
again in April calls attention to some defects 
in the election arrangements which require 
attention. He says: 

The act to provide for the registration of all 
voters in cities having a population of more 


than one hundred’ thouvand ren ap- 
proved March 21, e in section 23 


as follows: ‘‘In elections, 
— — for voting ak ade rid the 
junicipal Aesembly of any aoe city of com- 
pact and contiguous territory revarding ward 
lines, and so regulated that no one shall con- 
tain more than one thousand registered 
voters- 

In direct violation of the provisions of this 
act, Precinct No. 149, Ward No. 28, contains, 
by the official 38 1,259 registered voters, 
and Precinct No. of the same ward con- 
tains 1,042 r voters. The attention of 
the Municipal Assembly should be called to 
these violations of the law. 

In this connection it may be wall to state 
that In 70 precincts the number of registered 
voters exceed 500. Thirty-four precincts have 
between 500 and 600; 22 betwern 600 and 700; 8 
between 700 and 800; 8 between 800 and 900, and 
2 between 900 and 1,000 registered voters. Dis- 
Sete 4 in the size of the precincts 

hrows more labor upon the judges and 
clerks of election in the larger precincts 
than in the smaller. Those precincts 
containing more than five hundred 8 
voter are unwieldy, because, by coverin 

— 1 territory the voters are compelle 

Ww farther to reach the polis, and the 950 
number of voters prevents the casting of 
many votes. The reduction in the number of 
precincts and the increased s.ze of same 
multiplies the difficulties of voting and in- 
creases the 3 of fraud and errors 
in casting of the votes 

Recorder Williams, who planned the reduc. 
tion of the number of precinots, does not 
agree with the above sentiments, The reduc- 
tion of the number of precincts reduced tne 
expenses of holding elections considerably.

ANUMBER OF SMALL CASES HEARD THIS 
MORNING, 


A Verdict for $10,000 Damages Rendered in 
Favor of J uhu O’tonnell Against the 
St. Louis Cable & Western Railroad Co, 
—Damage Suits Occupy the Attention of 
the Judges—Notes From the Courts. 


The trlal ot the case of August Hacnchen 
against the Missouri Oar& Foundry Co. was 
begun in Judge Withrow’s room this morning. 
Haenchen was employed in the shops 
of the §Missouri Car & Foundry 
Co., and in his petition he states 
that the foreman who employed him gave him 
instructions to work under the orders of a 
mechanic, Andrew Smith; that Smith told 
him to clean a certain planing machine, 
which was at rest at the time; that he was 
cleaning the machine when Smith, without any 
warning to him, started the machine and the 
knives revolving, drew in the defendant’s 
right hand and cut off the four fingers of his 
hand. He asks for $10,000 damages. 

The defense of the company was that 
Haenchen received his injury tnrough his own 
negligence and folly; that. he put his hand in 
the machine while it was running. 


Tried by special Jury. 

_A special jury was called in Juege Klein’s 
room this afternoon to try the case of Thomas 
Rickby against the Shickie, Harrison & How- 
ard Iron Co. for damages received by the 
Ricuby while employed by the defendant. 

ickby claims that he was loading coke
